soldiers who with Sherman “ marched to 
the Sea.’ Atlanta is the city of the 
Sou th. 
It is a perfect Phoenix.

it and raised in deep, red brick its splen­ 
did houses on 
the grou nds once left in 
ru ins. 
Cotton and other manu factories, 
largely carried on by northern men, give 
energy and life to the city. 
From Atlanta to Jacksonville is a long 
sweep of pines (scraped, regu larly for tar 
and tu rpentine) and the cypress swamps 
with the stu mpy cypress trees sticking 
u p all over. 
Throu gh the region passed 
the farm hou ses and bu ildings are in a 
primitive state. 
Gras.i es su ch as clover 
and timothy can only be grown by first 
fertilizing. 
One man in a fine looking 
valley in Georgia said that they cou ld not 
raise cotton at the present prices and so 
he was going to plant corn u s their’s was 
an u nu su ally tine, fertile 
region and

to th e country and th ey sh ould at least be 
credited with h av iug th e good of th e country 
a t h eart and not be ch arged with being th e 
tools of cap italists. 
For h imself h o be­ 
liev ed th at gold was th e best standard of 
v alue but at p resent fav ored bi-inetallism as 
th e best p olicy , p rov ided th e coinage of 
silv er could bo regulated by th e demands of 
trade and not by an arbitrary law. 
Ho 
said th at w h en th ere was good and bad 
money th e cap italist alway s got th e good 
and th o workingman th e bad. 
Scott got in h is sp eech on an amendment 
to p ay th e claims before th e h ouso in silv er. 
Wh en h e h ad concluded Geddes of Oh io 
got th o floor and p rotested against th o 
p riv ate bill day being consumed in a discus­ 
sion of th e silv er question. 
Ho op p osed th e 
amendment offered by Scott, contending 
th at it was not consistent for th e gold m^n 
to say th at th o bonds sh ould bo p aid in gold, 
and th o p oor man’s claim in silv er, 
'I h o 
only business of th is country was not rail­ 
roading and bondh olding. 
T h e p oor man 
h ad some righ ts wh ich sh ould 1*3 recognized, 
and h o p rop osed to v indicate th e p ay ment 
of war claims as against th o p ay ment of th e 
bonds of th e country .

Geddes th en started onoo more up on h is 
sp eech , wh en h o was interrup ted by Roed 
with th e p oint of order th at h o was not 
sp eaking to th e amendment. 
Geddes in­ 
quired wh y Roed h ad not made th at p oint 
against th e gentleman from Pennsy lv ania. 
Reed rep lied th at lie h ad not done th at 
gentleman th e h onor of listening to h is 
si*eech , and th erefore could not tell wh eth er 
h e h ad sp oken to th e amendment or not. Ho 
raised th e p oint of order, not in any in­ 
v idiousness to th q gentleman from Oh io, or 
th e» p rop osition ty o adv anced, but h o wish ed 
an adjudication of th e question.

E v a rts S u p p orts th e E d u c a tion a l HU a s » 
Co "t itu tlon u l M ea su re. 
Wakh ia- t o n C ity , Feb. 20 —Ev arts de­ 
liv ered th o p rincip al sp eech in th o senate 
Friday on th e educational bill, confining 
h imself p rincip ally to th o constitutional 
features of th o measure. 
Ho said th at th e 
clause of th e constitution giv ing congress 
th o p ower to “p rov ide for th u common de­ 
fence and general welfare” cov ered th o 
ground. 
Th is was a trust p ower, and it was 
just us much a necessity in th is country to 
educate th o masses as to build forts, and 
such legislation surely came with in th o 
limits of th o “general welfare”—in fact 
more so. 
In conclusion, h o said, th o i*x >p lo of th e 
United States were 
confronted with 
th reatening and growing mass of ignorance. 
Now h ere was a deliberate, conserv ativ e 
th ougtitlul and h onorable measure for th e 
remedy of th at ignorance, a measure wh ich 
looking in th e face of th e situation p ro 
dueod by th e war, p rop ose» 1 to ap p ly th i 
abundant resources of a renov ated and riv 
•tored Union to ex ert at th is time for th e 
common dofense and general welfare th o 
resources of th o nation, with as large und 
liberal ft h and as it h ad ex erted th e j>ower 
to p roduce th e result of th o war—th en also 
for th e “common defense and t general wel­ 
fare.” 
Morgan was sorry to h ear one of th e 
greatest of American lawy ers declare h im­ 
self in fav or of th o absolutism of congress. 
Ingalls criticised th e south ern states for 
th eir “ want of self-reliance“ in wh at it did 
in justice to itnfif. 
Th e south h ad not In on 
imp ov erish ed by th o war 
Th o ownersh ip
